Educational. 

The following extracts are taken 
from the "Year Book" of theOwenton 
High School, by Walter S. Smith, the 
Principal. They are so appropriate 
that we thought we would give them 
to the readers of the Roi-ndarout, 
with the sincere hope that each one 
will study them well ant' then act ac- 
cordinglv. T. Hunter,

Dkar Friends: — The education of 
our children ranks among the highest 
of human duties. Many of you who 
are in earnest upon this point, make 
serious mistakes in the discharge of 
your parental duty, some of which 
mistakes are fatal to the object in 
hand. We suggest the nature of the 
mistakes in the interest of the chil- 
dren: 

1. As to starting in — Parents wait to 
finish the crops and sow the wheat be- 
fore allowing the boys to enter school. 
Meantime, the girls are enrolled, and 
their class-work is well begun; secur- 
ing to them advantages that tell 
against the boys for the remainder of 
the year. This is having its effect ail 
ovei our farming districts, in the way 
of giving to the world a class of men 
onlv partially educated. Men on farms 
have better opportunities than have 
men in any other vocation to make 
education useful. Educated farmers, 
alone, are able to get from the soil 
what nature designs it to yield. 

2. As to ret/afar attendance— llim- 
dreds of bright minds have been in- 
jured by a broken attendance. The 
work of the school is a growing pro- 
cess; and each day's growth depends 
on the growth of past days; especially 
on that of the day preceding. When 
growth is checked for a season it can 
not but begin again at a great disad- 
vantage A child who stays out of 
school on Monday is a certain failure 
on Tuesday, and works sluggishly and 
unsatisfactorily for the remainder of 
the week. If this is repeated two or 
three times the class-standing of such 
pupil is destroyed for the session; and 
such are almost sure to become dis- 
couraged, break down, and stop school 

5. As to stopping out —The necessity 
for stopping out at the approach of fair 
weather is a great misfortune. When 
a pupil enters school he is unfit for 
good work as a student, because he 
must undergo the process of habitua- 
ting his powers or mind. He must 
become acquainted with the teacher 
and learn his ways. He must develop 
an interest in his work, and his mind 
must begin to grow. It is usually a 
month or two before a student begins 
to do first-rate work. Toward the 
close of the session, these im|>ediments 
are all out ol the way; and it has been 
estimated that a student does more 
work, and does it better, the last two 
months of a year than he does in the 
first five. So it is a great loss of mon- 
ey and time to stop near the close. 

4. As to co) poration.—Tht; true teach- 
er is no enemy to a true parent or 
his child. With the parent the teacher 
goes hand-in-hand in the holiest of all 
duties— the training of ids offspring. 
While it is true that teachers are not 
infallible, it is fully as true that they 
are not always wrong when they seem 
wrong. Parents should never act upon 
such an impression without a candid 
interview with the teacher. Bv such a 
iViendly course the most pahilul mis- 
understandings may be adjusted. 
Teachers are servants, but they are not 
do^s. They have the interest of the 
Children at heart, and if sustained by 
parental cooperation, will help the 
children to become men and women.
